It is about as big a thing as any 
human being could tackle. Control 
of the Mediterranean has been the 
cause of bitter warfare from the days 
of the Phoenicidns onward. The worst 
of the quarrels now center 
around it, for the present British 
control deeply resented by all the 
Mediterranean nations, especiall 

France and Italy. Britain feels she 
must have that control to protect 
her trade and military routes to 
Egypt, India and the Far East.

No British states- 
man could survive the row that 
would be raised if he should even 
discuss surrender of the present 
Mediterranean position. No French 
statesman could survive a proposal to 
leave Britain in possession. As for 
Italy, — only to read Musso- 
Unt's es to see the chance of 
compromise there.

|| ARMY LOSES | 


‘KEY’ PASS 


Nenkow Position at Kalgan 
Falls Before Allied Forces 


and Peking Rejoices 


PEKING, Aug. 14. Leaders of 
the allied forces of Marshals Wu Pei- 
Pu and Chang Tso-Lin reported to- 
day they have captured Nankow Pass, 
the key to the position of the Kuo- 
minchun, or national armies, at Kal- 
gan. Flags are being flown here in 
celebration. 

This is the first success scored by 
the allies against the troops of the 
deposed Peking government since 
the Kouminchun troops were forced 
out of the capital when the govern- 
ment fell last April. They retreated 
to the mountains to the north and 
west, the center of their line being 
at Nankow Pass, twenty-six miles 
from Peking. Their base was at Kal- 
gan, to the rear and close to the 
Gobi Desert. 4 

The allied troops, ich are re- 

to have broken the center 
of the Kuominchun line, are com- 
manded personally by Wu Pei-Fu, 
reputed the most expert of China's 
military commanders. Chang Tso- 
Lin retired to Mukden, his Manchu- 


run capital, leaving the ‘chief * 


mand of their joined forces to 
Pei-Fu, overlord of the central prov- 
inces, and his associate m deposing 
the former government. 

Well commanded, equipped and 
trained, the Kuominchun stretched 
themselves along mountains within 
a widespread loop of the great wall 
of China, and dug in. To their rear 
lay Mongolia, across which it is ru- 
mored that supplies have come plen- 
tifully from Bolshevik sources of 
Russia.

During the last ten year3 the wealth of 


— it is not true that this wealth represents 


the United States has increased more ra p- 
idly than in any other similar period. But 


plunder taken from Europe in its distress. 
During the war and for five years afterward 
Europe was exchanging its gold for Amer- 
ican goods. The people of Europe were idle 
while those of America were working double 
shifts. No people ever worked more dili- 
gently or to a better advantage than the 
American people during the last decade; 
and we have received only a fair reward for 
our labor. 

During the last ten years about 33,000. 
000,000 in gold has been transferred from 
the outside world to this country. But dur- 
ing that period the national wealth has in- 
creased almost $50,000,000,000. The war 
was a bad investment, for in return for the 
§3,000,000,000 in gold we accumulated a war 
debt of about $30,000,000,000. 

Socialism and Communism did even more 
to impoverish Eurobe than the World War. 
We have learned from the mistakes of oth- 
ers, with the result that there is less So- 
cialism in this country than in 1914. The 
Socialist party as a political entity is al- 
most nénexistent. 

Left to its own devices, Europe might 
crumble again as it did at the beginning 
of the Dark Ages. Russia presents a glar- 
ing example of the end of applied Social- 
ism. But this country cannot afford to sit 
idly by while this dissolution takes place. 
It would be against our own interests, for 
it would be folly to imagine that we could 
continue to prosper with, the rest of the 
world in ruins. We possess only about 6 
per cent of the population of the world and 
we cannot afford to array ourselves against 
the other 94 per cent. This stubborn fact

As far as this coun- 
try is concerned, we could continue to pros- 
per if France were wholly to repudiate its 
debts. But France cannot afford to repu- 
diate. It cannot afford to sacrifice its honor 
and the self-respect of the world. 
France has not started to repay because 
France has continued to think in military 
terms. It spends every year on its army 
and navy more than ten times the annual 
payments stipulated in the Mellon-Berenger 
funding plan. France still lives ip a mili- 
tary era, while the countries about it have 
passed into an industrial era. In this 
France must be classed as a backward na- 
tion: and we must be tolerant. 


It is interesting to note, however, that 
there is a gradual awakening in Great Brit- 
jan to the actual conditions, that there are 
some who do not close their eyes to the 
American point of view. The following - 
itorial comment from the Westminster Ga- 
zette, pointing out that America does not ac- 
cept the theory of “the common cause,” 
gives promise of a better mutual under- 
standing: 

As they see it, they entered the war 
as an “associated,” but not as an Al- 
lied,” nation to take up the challenge 
which Germany had thrown to their 
government by persisting in the unre- 
stricted submarine warfare. In 80 do- 
ing they helped the Allies to win the 
war, but they see no reason why they 
should make the additional contribution 
to the Allied cause of remitting debts 
which would have been incontestable 
if they had remained neutral. At the 
end of the war they left all. territorial 
gains to the Allies; at the same time 
they rejected President Wilson's idea of 
making them parties to the European 
settlement and declined either to sign 
the Treaty of Versailles or to join the 
League of Nations. They have been 
confirmed in this attitude by what they 
have since observed in Europe and 
will not believe that nations which are 
in a position to spend enormous sums 
on armaments and military expeditions 
are unable to pay their debts. A con- 
siderable number of them even think it 
salutary that American claims on Eu- 
rope should be kept alive as a possible 
means of influencing Europe to a policy 
of disarmament. .. .

‘criminal without even consulting the judge 
‘who pronounced the sentence an inquiring 
citizenry has the right to demand why such 
‘action was taken. That a married man, con- 
vieted of attacking a young girl and sen- 
tenced to jail for one year, is liberated 
three days after entering the penal insti- 
uttion, is a fact that should require an ade- 
quate explanation if one is possible. Sher 
itt Traeger and Dist.-Atty. Keyes admit that 
they officially procured the release and fur- 
‘ther reveal that then did not confer with 
the trial judge nor mention their intention 
to him.

HEROES AND 


VILLAINS OF 


PAST TO PORTRAY 


By Agnes Pallen 


VERY actor of ambition cherishes the hope that 
some day he will be called upon to play his favor- 


ite character of history or literature. 


Seldom 


does he ever realize this ambition, for the exigencies of 
show business hardly ever are consistent with the dreams 


or ideals of the artist. 

Men and women who gain their 
livelihood from the portrayal of 
individuals sketched for them by 
the dramatist or scenarist invari- 
ably feel that there is at least 
One great character whom they 
are peculiarly fitted to enact, 
whose attributes, characteristics 
and mannerisms can be simulated 
by them as by no other actor. 
Famous stage actors have lived 
and died having ever before them 
the vision of portraying a certain 
role, but without having ever 
achieved the ambition. 3 

Strange to say, the role aspired 
to usually is utterly unlike in na- 
ture the type of character for 
which the actor has won his re- 
nown. Comedians usually desire 
to play a great tragic role and 
tragedians aspire to comedy. 

So it is with the popular men 
and women of the cinema. They 
have in mind some famous per- 
son they believe they are tem- 
peramentally fitted to portray. 
And in nearly every case the 
chance of their having the oppor- 
tunity is remote. 

An incident which occurred sev- 
eral weeks ago while I was visit- 
ing Agnes O'Malley, publicity di- 
rector for Mack Sennett, demon- 
strated this to me. While watch- 
ing one of the slapstick comedies 
at work, Agnes pointed to a tall, 
large woman and remarked, “See 
that woman over there? That's 
Louise Carver, one of the best 
comediennes that we have.’ She 
has appeared in our pictures for 
years. Her secret ambition is to 
portray Queen Elizabeth on the 
screen.” \ 

I was very much surprised and 
curious. I asked Miss Carver 
why she wanted to play Queen 
Elizabeth—if her idea was to cari- 
cature her or play her seriously. 

“Why, seriously, of course,” an- 
swered Miss Carver. She was a 
woman of extraordinary power 
and ability, and while she smoked 
cigars, she had a decided feminine 
side. I have read almost every- 
thing that has been written about 
Elizabeth, and she has been my 
choice even before I entered the 
pictures. 

“I presume the public never 
would take my performance of 
the queen seriously, because they 
are accustomed to see me in ri- 
diculous comedies, and they 


‘would think my serious attempt 


only an affectation for comedy. 
The public, after all, decides the 
fate of all the stars. I have’ 
heard that Charlie Chaplf has 
expressed a wish to play Napoleon 
on the screen. If he ever dows 
the public will just shout with 
mirth, they never could take him 
seriously; they love him as a 
comedian, and will always see 
him as such.” 

It occurred to me after talking 
with Miss Carver that undoubt- 
edly the majority of the cinema 
stars have some ideal character

I inter- 
viewed several of them, and the 
eonfeasiona they made revealed 


unconsciously their characters, 
for all of us admire and imitate 
people who some way or other 
are a refiection of our own per- 
sonalities.

Colleen Moore told me that 
since childhood her ideal was 
Joan D'Arc, the immortal Maid of 
Orleans and Rouen, and that she 
would prefer portraying this to 
any other feminine character in 
the world’s history.

“What more beautiful charac- 
ter, with the possible exception

There is something so elusive 
about Miss Shearer, something of 
the clinging-vine variety that 
somehow I cannot picture her as 
Portia. 

Portia was one of the first fem- 
finists. She was a brilliant wom- 
an, had courage and a keen sense 
of humor. Because I admire in- 
dividuaiity in a woman and her 
ability to rise to any occasion, I 
have more or less held Portia as 
a heroine. 

Raymond Griffith 

Raymond Grifit’, famous 
screen comedian, has woven his 
favorite role around the life of 
Niccolo Machiavelli. 

“He is one of the most remark- 
able characters of history,” said 
Mr. Griffith. He was Italy’s great- 
est politician, although he is re- 
ferred to in biographies as a 
statesman and, living in a period 
when personal valor ruled, he 
achieved. his ends by his shrewd 
intellect. 

“Machiavelli was deceitful to 
the last degree, yet his book, The 
Prince,’ is the most honest thing 
ever written. In it he set forth 
clearly and coldly how a * 
should conduct his state and Him- 
self; when to be good and when 
bad: whom to kill and whom to 
let live. It was cruelly cold, but 
absolutely sincere and hottest. 

“Living in the latter part of 
the fifteenth century and early in 
the sixteenth, he was not one 
brilliant man among many dul- 
lards, but had to outmaneuver a 
dozen master minds such as Cae 
sar Borgia. He dominated by 
virtue of a steel-sharp brain and

in favor and in riches, in disgrace 
and prison, he led a tremendously 
eventful life, any day of which 
contained enough romantic ma- 
terial for a motion picture.” 


Pola Negri 


“Anna Karenjna, the heroine of 
Tolstoi’s masterpiece novel, has 
been my favorite, and I hope that 
some day I may have the oppor- 
tunity to play it,” Pola Negri, the 
famous Polish star, told me. 

“To my mind Anna Karenina 18 
the greatest heroine of fiction 
that was ever created by any 
writer. Tolstol embodied in Ka- 
renina everything that a woman 
of beauty and accomplishment 
should possess to be complete. 
Think of her courage! To defy 
conventions at that particular 
period when public opinion was 
cruel and merciless; to sacrifice 
everything for love, and to hold 
her friends and relatives in spite 
of their own code of morals. 
Hers was a love at first sight, 
love that stirs and plays havoc 


with your heart and emotions; 


love which overleapt all bonds 
and bounds. At last Anna begins 
to destroy herself, slowly, step by 
step; the union became so irk- 
some, so painful, that the only 
escape was suicide. But Karenina 
had character besides her beauty, 
and we fall in love with her from 
the very beginning, and we hold 
throughout the book a secret pity 
and worship for her. 

“I would be very happy to por- 
tray this woman, whose dash, 
beauty, wit and charm quenched 
the personalities of the most 
beautiful women when she en- 


tered the room: whether T shall 
or not, I do not know.” 


Ramon Novarro | 
Ramon Novarro, who is the 
idealist among screen actors, 


with a background of culture and 
finesse, chose for his hero of the 
screen Sir Galahad. Novarro 


_ chatted of various historic figures, 


saying that Sir Galahad is with- 
out a doubt a combination of 
idealism and romance which is 
very rare, that Sir Galahad lived 
his idealism because he had a 
sacred purpose to atcomplish. 
“You know, it isn’t a matter of

dition of the times. 


There's a great deal of dra- 
matic opportunity in the charac 
ter. I don’t know as I would 
really approve of Borgia's recipe 
of ridding himself of his enemies, 
but I consider him one of the 
most Interesting characters in 
Italian history.” 


“But tell me,” I questioned, 
“why do you want to play him 
without the beard? It wouldn't 
be true to form or history. Is it 
your vanity, or do you see him 
differently?”

Stingaree is Beach Pest 


That All Bathers Shun 


Oh-o-0! I’ve been 
| stung! And the 
bathing beauty, limped 
to her back-rest under her bril- 
liantly striped umbrella and 
nursed a punctured toe, which 
soon pained her so much that she 
had to shed her becoming bathing 
togs and don her off-beach clothes, 
with a bandaged foot to boot. 

Of course it was a stingaree 
that did it. Or rather a sting 
ray, for, according to Prof. Albert 
Brennus Ulrey of the Department 
of Biology of the University of 
Southern California, “stingaree” 
is but a perverted name given to 
this member of the skate family 
by fishermen. Sting Ray in the 
proper popular cognomen of the 
offensive creature. 


Just how harmful is a Sting 
Ray’s sting? 

Dr. Ulrey is making a study to 
decide whether the sting of the 
Sting Ray is itself poisonous, or 
whether the ill effects—ranging 
from a sore foot or ankle for sev- 
eral days to the entire side of the 
body being affected by swelling 
and temporary_incapacitation—is 
merely caused by infection of the 
open wound he inflicts by his un- 
friendly contact with beach 
bathers as well as with more dar- 
ing swimmers. 

“The Sting Ray, or urobatis 
halleri, has no fang and no duct 
for poison,” stated Prof. Ulrey, 
who is just completing twenty- 
five years of teaching service in 


the biology department of the 


University of Southern California, 
“However, its spine lies in a 
groove surroundec by a substance 
which may or may not be toxic. 
That is what we are endeavoring 
to determine. The jagged, ser- 
rated spine is what strikes the 
foot when the bather or bare- 
footed beach stroller steps on the 
sand-embedded sting ray.” 
* Usually his tail is stepped up- 
on, and the sharp saw-toothed 
spine, extending to the end of his 
tail, immediately reacts by lash- 
ing, which is what “stings” or 
cuts. The Sting Ray is about 
twelve to eighteen inches long 
in its adult size, even larger in 
northern South America coast 
countries, and inhabits the sandy 
beaches of warmer seas where 
there is sufficient vegetation for 
nourishment, as well as to provide 
suitable “nesting” and shelter for

the breeding of the young, which 
are not produced from eggs like 
most fish, but are born alive like 
seals. In Great Britain R is 
known as the Fire Flare, or Firey- 
‘Flare. 

“During one season we captured 
as many as 234 Sting Rays at 
Anaheim Landing,” continued Dr. 


_ Ulrey, who recently returned to 


his teaching duties at the Unt 
versity of Southern California aft- 
era sabbatical leave of ‘sight 
months spent in research all over 
the country. “I spent numerous 
nights with the fishermen, getting 
up at four o’clock in the morning, 
ready to grasp the opportunity of 
netting Sting Rays just as the 
tide was turning, which is virtual- 
ly the only time it is possible. 


“Sting Rays live at least ten 
years if not caught or killed um 
naturally; they are flat and round, 
and the cross-section of the adult’s 
tail is about an inch in diameter. 
They settle themselves just be 
low the surface of the sand, with 
only the distended breathers, 
through which they breath water, 
exposed above the bed of the 
ocean. 

“The Guitar fish, or Platyrhiz- 
oldis friseriatus, which is related 
to the sharks and rays, looks very 
much like the Sting Ray, but & 
has no sting whatever,” concluded 
Dr. Ulrey. The Ray family i= 
cludes about fifty species. 

Plans for establishing in the 
near future on California beach 
locations a series of laboratories 


or marine stations where students 


may study the plants and animals 
of the seas extensively and at 
first-hand are being pushed by the 
University of Southern Califor- 
nia, according to Dr. Ulrey of the 
Biology Department. For some 
time, with almost Saturday reg? 
larity, the good launch Anton 
Dohrn, owned and operated by the 
University of Southern Califor 
nia, has conveyed searching and 
expedition parties and groups onto 
the high seas for netting and er. 
,amining deep sea specimens for 
use in study and research in the 
Department of Biology of the Unt 
versity.

The other was Harry 
Moran, a “bottle-chaser,” in the 
vernacular of the booze racket, 
otherwise a penny-ante bootleg- 
ger.

He was mistaken for an- 
other and the error cost him his 
life.

As the story goes, the rum-run- 
ner had been hijacked three times 
in a row and, as be explained it, 
was being “picked on.” Loading 
a truck with dummy sacks and 
behind thes: mounting a ma- 
chine gun, the rum-runner let the 
word leak out that he was coming 
in over the Perris Road with a 
load of liquor. 


The hijeckers went out to take 


over the load” and when, with 
weapons drawn, they leaped upon 
the truck they were met with a 
nan of machine-gun bullets. Bar- 
ret and Munson fell and the rest 
fled. Police officers later picked 
up two rifles, one shotgun and 
three revolvers on the road where 
the battle was fought. 


Another Victim 


Walter Hesketh, who had ant. 
bitions to become a full-fledged 
rum-runner, “got his” early on 
the morning of March 28, 1926. 
He was shot down by several gun- 
men operating from a moving au- 
tomobile. The shooting occurred 
on West Sixth street, almost in 
the heart of the city. Hesketh 
was walking along the street with 
several friends when the automo 
bile passed, almost halted and 
the rain of bullets struck him.

Reade and Kaplan were 
known to the police as gunmen 
and hijackers and at times mem- 
bers of the various mobs collected 
by the rum-runners themselves 
for protection.

hospital, was also arrested. No 
information, however, was given 
to the police by those arrested 
and all had to be released later. 

After the Hesketh killing Eddie 
“Blondy” Hannon, another hi 
jacker, was found dead in his 


room at 1328 South Hope street. 


Hannon put up a desperate battie 
before a bullet crashed through 
his brain. The walls of his room 
were pitted with bullet holes, but 
nobody appeared to explain the 
kflling to the police. “He went 
out on the road too much,” was 
the only comment vouched by the 
other hijackers-and importers of 
whisky. 


Along with the others George 
Carroll of Chicago, a known gun- 
man and hijacker, died. Carroll 
was shot through the head and 
thrown out on the road near the 
city limits. The information gath- 
ered by the police showed that 
he came to Los Angeles from 
Chicago, “pulled” about two or 
three single-handed hijackins 
jobs and then passed on wit 
those that had gone before. 
As well as the known cases 
that can be found on the police 
blotters in Southern Califorala 
towns, reports among the rum- 
runners and hijackers themseives 
have it that in all about twenty 
men have been shot and about 
half of them killed as a direct re- 
sult of rum wars. 

But, as is pointed out by the 
local men, the racket is not as 
tough here as in Chicago, whore 
scores and scores of deelers in 
liquor have been killed during the 
past two years.

LVIII—MAY I INTERVIEW YOU? 
G. M. L. -I am sure you believe in life insurance, and you probably 
have one or more policies, haven't you? 
You—yYes, life insurance is a good thing: and I carry some—all I 
want—and I may drop some of it, because the premiums are a burden. Life 
insurance costs a lot of money. Anyhow, Im not in the market. You're 
wasting your time. 
G. M. Lw-Have you ever calculated how much you need? There an 
easy way of doing it. You don't mind if I show you, do you?

Thousands 
of men die when all these things are in the air. The executor or ad- 
ministrator, or the family must pay them.

PARIS, Aug. 14. (#)-—Negotiations 
for the formation of a continental 
steel and iron trust virtually have 
been completed, the agreements will 
be submitted to the industrial inter- 
ests of France, Belgium, Germany 
and Luxemburg, who are concerned 
with them, for approval. 

The object of the trust will be the 
allotment to each country of a rea- 
sonable share of the utrements of 
the various markets. e organizers 
of the project have in mind the idea 
of endeavoring to remedy the evils 
that have grown out of excessive in- 
dustrial installation since 1914. The 
view is taken that there be a con- 
tinued increase in production with- 
out disrupting the steel and iron 
trade.

| Most interest—the national open, the 
astern open, the Shawnee open and 
the Metropolitan open—Johnny Far- 
rell has abundantiy proved the sin- 
cerity of his statement to the writer 
early in the summer that hereafter 
| he intended to be a fighting player. 

In the national open, Johiny was 
in a tie for third place with 297. He 
won the Shawnee open with 289, was 
second in the eastern open with 2864 
and finished in third place in the 
metropolitan with 288. 

This is @ remarkable tournament 
record. In each event, too, Johnny 
made a fighting finish, his battle on 
the home-stretch in the Shawnee 
open, when he overcame several mis- 
haps and finally played a birdie 3 on 
the last hole to win, being particu- 
larly courageous.

HIS MENTAL HAZARD 
According to B. P., Tineman, asso- 


ciate First National producer, these 
nervous disorders may be regarded as 
the outcome of what is the Hollywood 
equivalent of a mental hazard in 
golf. The victim is up against a 
proposition that he knows can quite 
readily beat him. but he is forced, 
nevertheless, to go through with it. 

When a man invests several hun- 
cred thousand dollars in something 
that can, by a mere whim of public 
taste, fly off with his money. he har 
every reason to be nervous.

Concert and opera fees in Italy are 
far below what the United States 
Offers; a fact equally true of the ma- 
jority of other European countries. 
Nowadays, too, we

Despite our pre-eminence, though, 
it is clear that to maintain it we must 
have available foreign works and for- 
eign musicians. Some of the latter 
as is well known, have taken out 
their citizenship papers; and we might 
manage with fewer of those Euro- 
pean artists whose presence helps to 
make the list of visitors so formidaple. 
But the apparent fact le that we are 
interdependent fust as other 
countries are unable to stand with- 
out assistance. That, it would #ppear, 
is something, in this trying interna- 
tional situation, to keep — 
in mind. 


NORWAY AND SWEDEN 
One hears comparatively little about 
what is going on musicaliy in Nor- 
way and Sweden. Among the touring 
European musicians there iz a definite 


knowledge; but the average continen- 
tal patron or Britisher remains miid- 
ly informed concerning tne orchestra 
and chamber-music activities, the re- 
cital field, and the opera. 

Both these nations are prosperous, 

which gives them a good start. Since 
the people incline naturally to mu- 
sic, there is a sufficient patronage to 
support most of the best which is 
offered. 
Importations vf German musicians 
has become customary, as well as 
these from other lands. Particularly 
in the concert realm, wherein the 
Norwegians and Swedes are by no 
means so numerous as o ommand a 
complete control of all the engage- 
ments obtainable. 

The influence of these musicians 
on the rest of Europe is not, appa- 
rently, of striking importance. Later 
perhaps that may come. 


HOLLAND AND SPAIN 
While distance separates them, Hol- 
land and Spain cut something of s 
figure in the sum of European music 


achievement. The Dutch ccuntry is 
solid in ite tastes, which have been 
reared for generations on the finest 
output of the classic schools. The 
famous Concert-gebrow Orchestra— 
of which Willem Mengelberg is per- 
manent conductor—has long been a 
vitai force; and many a great leader 
has served as guest in directing some 
of its programs. 
There is less distinction, apparent- 
ly, in Hollands opera. The country 
seems pledged _rimarily to the con- 
cert sphere, an admirable situation 
since opera continues a hybrid art- 
form and always must so continue. 
Spain, on the other hand, holes 
important ite operatic projects. It 
pays well for star singers, and the 
Barcelona and Nadrid seasons are 
gala affairs. But there is also a keen 
appreciation of concert music. Each 
year witnesses a strengthening of 
this fabric, with visiting artists made 
welcome by large and approving audi- 
ences. 
Spain, like Italy, is growing in its 
lation of the finer forms of the 
music art. Since both countries are 
not suffering commercially, there 
money for whatever exceptional mu- 
gic offering happens along. 
What tomorrow will bring forth in 
musical Europe no one can positive- 
ly state. The signs however, are en- 
couraging, and they doubtless point 
the way that will come.

SHOPPER’S AID 
BY LEARNING ITS. PRINCIPLES 


TOURIST WON'T BE OVER- 
CHARGED IN JAPAN 


When shopping in Benten Dorf, 
the main street of Yokohama, both 


time and money can be saved by 
learning the principle of the Japa- 
nese abacus, thus chec up on 


and merchants, from the humble 
sweetmeat celler to the dignified bank 
teller, seem unable to do the sim- 
plest sum in arithmetic without the 
aid of their “soroban.” 

The shopkeeper invariably calcu- 
lates the difference between the price 
he paid for the article and what he 
thinks he can squeeze out of the for- 
eigner. By reading the beads of the 
“soroban” while the merchant is cal- 
culating, the purchaser can usually 
discover the fair price for the article 
and will rise in the estimation of the 
shopkeeper as one who cannot light- 
ly be cheated. It is of little use try- 
ing to beat the price of an article 
down, for the dealer anticipates this 
and raises the price perhaps 20 per 
cent above what he is really willing 
to accept. 

The principle of the soroban“ is 
really simple, although almost any 
arithmetical sum can be worked out 
on it—addition, subtraction, multi- 
plication and even the extraction of 
cube root.

In the fllustration above is a sit- 
ting room of an old-fashioned 
home, that has been transformed 
into a delightful bedchamber.

A Yale Professor in “The Historian and Historical 
Evidence Lays Down the Rules for Getting at the 
Facts in History and in Current Events 


IS PROPAGANDA 


BY LILLIAN C. FORD 


HISTORIAN AND AISTORICAL 
VIDENCE, By Alien Johnson. Charies 
Scribner s Sons. New York. 
H C. Wells in his com}t-like career 
has been responsible for many things. 


Among them seems to be the writing 
of this excellent book. For Prof. John- 
don says that he was moved to write 
his analytic discussion of the histo- 
rian ahd historical evidence because 
of the popularity of “The Outline of 
History,” and the rather widespread 
belief that Mr. Wells proved himself 
in writing it an authority on history. 
“Intimations that he really did not 
belong to the historical immortals,” 
says Prof. Johnson, “were put down 
as mere indications of professional 
jealousy.” 

Prof. Johnson shows how important 
it is for the historian to 80 to 
sources to gather ali the testimony 
and evidence possible and then by 
comparison and analysis and study to 
construct the story. How this meth- 
od can be approached even in regard 
to events long past he explains in the 
first chapter in a way to make the 
real meaning of source material plain. 

Disconcertingly, however, in the 
second ehapter he upsets our belief 
in testimony. Here, by way of illus- 
tration, he shows how conflicting 
and erroneous were the accounts by 
eyewitnesses of the bomb explosion in 
Wall street in September, 1920. Of 
ame such withesses eight testified 
that there were a number of vehicles 
m the block at the time of the ex- 
plosion; some said as many as ten; 
and three testified positively that a 
ted motor truck carried the boom 
One, a retired army officer, testified 
‘hat the bomb was on a small horse- 
drawn truck, and that the only other 
vehicle in sight was the réd motor 
zar. Ot the nine, his testimony only 
proved correct. And he was an ex- 
pert witness. 

Those who have followed the ab- 
surdly contradictory statements in re- 
gard to the recent absence without 
leave of a prominent pastor of this 
city will ponder this whole question 
of testimony somewhat carefully be- 
fore committing themselves. But it 
is. only the few and fit who do this. 
Most of us rush to conclusions, 
founded upon prejudice and seasoned 
with an innate relish for scandal, ana 
believe all the ugly and impossible 

that irresponsibility may state. 
Evidence being contradictory, believe 
what you like seems to be the rule. 
A mixture of tolerance, charity and 
logic might well be prescribed before 
each daily reading ot the daily papers. 

Prof Johnson gives interesting psy- 
chological explanations of some of our 
errors in r „ Until we are ready 
to agree with his opening statement 
in chapter 3, “In historical studies 
doubt is the beginning of wisdom.” 
By questioning the authenticity and 
value of sources, regardless of their 
seeming validity, we approximate the 
truth. In no field of scholarship 
does the dead hand of tradition weigh 
more heavily,

Gists, and even some modern histo- 
rians have consciously or unconscious- 
ly become the defenders of a faith or 
a sect, 4 principle or a party.”

Prof. Johnson goes on to a consid- 
eration of the technique of historical 
criticism, the assessment of evidence. 
the evolution of method, the nature 
Of historical proof and the use of 
hypotheses. 

The book is a delight to the intelli- 
gent reader. It is written clearly, dis- 
passionately, without pretensions or 
pedantry. It is not only a splendid 
contribution to the study of history, 
but is an enlightening volume for 
all who seek tolerance, truth, wisdom.

MASONIC HISTORY 

J. Hugo Tatsch, formerly assistant 
cashier of the Union Bank and Trust 
Company of Los Angeles, recently ap- 
pcinted curator and associate editor 
of the Iowa Masonic Library at Cedar 
Rapids, has contributed a new volume 
te the literature of Freemasonry en- 
titled “Short Readings tn Masonic 
History,” first series. 

Mr. Tatsch traces the rise and de- 
velopment of Freemasonry from the 
cathedral builders of the middle- 
ages. and departs from the usual 
custom of writing Masonic history by 
presenting it, not as a thing separate 
anc apart from the times in which it 
flourished, but as the outgrowth of 
eccnomical and social conditions of 
English medieval life.

No, that is not an advertisement 
for a new film starring Crudoiph 
Shallowtino, but a large signboard 
displayed in Forest Lawn Cemetary 
advertising a carefully measured &nd 
chiseled marble, purporting to be a 
duplicate of Michaelangelo’s Moses.“ 

It was unveiled with ceremony and 
sentiment some time ago and there 
it stands on a little hill, quite as 
dead as any of its neighbors. 

With all the best intentions art 
cannot be copied with a ruler. the 
impassioned chiseling of the great 
sculptor was bound to elude the 
hesitating tool of the copyist, de- 
spite the Italian Minister of Fi 
Arts, as any artist or critic could 
have told the directors of this un- 
dertaking. But, of course, this life- 
less mass of beautiful Carrara mar- 
ble did give them a chance to do 
handsomely by the signboard.

When we hear the term “mentally 
unbalanced” used, we are quite apt 
to get a mental image of some freak 
with queer little wheels buzzing dis- 
connectedly in his cranium.

demented individual with a more or 
less pronounced form of lunacy, The 
form may vary in degree from the 
comparatively harmless visionary to 
the raving maniac frantically strug- 
gling with his “seven devils.” Yet, 
the average human being seems 
about as wobbly on his mental axis 
as our oscillating planet. The point 
is, that each one of us looks out 
from his own parallax and notes the 
idiosyncrasies of the “other fellow,” 
with tolerant or cynical, critical or 
compassionate eyes, as the case may 
be. We note—but in our discrimina- 
tion fail to get the proper angle on 
the situation. 

A lamentable lack of balance char- 
acterizes the human race To realize 
this we have only to take a few types 
at random. 

One type pursues science to the 
exclusion of art or religion. Another 
develops a mania for pleasure and 
revelry, while ignoring all the spir- 
itual verities. The idealist and the 
realist are equally unbalanced. The 
religious fanatic and the sense-be- 
cizened reveler have pursued opposite 
lines of development. One has ex- 
cluded from his consciousness all that 
savors of coalition of interests and 
pursuits—the other madly pursues 
the false excitements of life in order 
to relfeve the dull monotony of ex- 
istence. There is a gap unbridged in 
each corisciousness—a lack of balance 
and symmetry. 

DIVERGENT TYPES 

The blue-law propagandist and the 
Red anarchist are extreme types of 
wide divergence-—-each type unbal- 
anced to a marked degree. 

The materialistic scientist who at- 
tempts to weigh the immortal In- 
telligence upon his laboratory sceles 
js as imperfectly balanced as the 
would-be psychic who consults the 
oulja board in his efforts to pry into 
life's hidden mysteries. 

The artist-dreamer—the imprac- 
ticai visonary, abhorring scientific 
calculations and mathematical equa- 
tions, appears decidedly queer to the 
practical man of affairs. Converse- 
ly, the successful business type who 
excludes from his interest all that 
savors of poetry or music. art or sen- 
timent is equally warped. In each 
type the sense of proportion is lack- 
ing. The absence of it limits per- 
spective and warps the judgment. 

The hermit of the mountains who 
isolates himself from his [fellows in 
crder to selfishly hoard his mental, 
moral or spiritual riches needs to 
come out from his “retreat” and 
share his treasures with a hungry 
world. The devotee of pleasure needs 
to seek his center in the silences of 
life—in the quiet places, where the 
soul can take the measure of its 
qualities, and learn to “balance up.” 

The artist's visions end dreams 
may beckon, but will ever elude his 
pursuit until he can see the practical 
basis for their existence. The state- 
ment that “God geometrizes” con- 
tains a deep truth. a 

The practical mentality that never 
vibrates to the finer things of life 
needs to put “a soul” into the shell 
of bis mechanical or vocational pur- 
sujts. When one gets into a rut of 
thinking, acting or feeling. he limits 
his perspective. Narrow perspectives 
invariably accompany intolerance, 
fanaticism, opinionated arrogance 
and conceit. 

Specializing obviously has its dan- 
gers. While necessary in any depart- 
ment of the world’s work wherein 
extreme proficiency is required, yet 
its tendency is to develop a lop- 
sided mentality. While esting 
along constructive lines this abnor- 
mality of development niay be of 
great value to the world at large It 
produces our geniuses and renowned 
specialists. Characteristics which 
stand out sharply to the exclusion 
of others have had the hammer and 
chisel of life's sculptor applied upon 
them repeatedly. When erratic ten- 
cencies develop, with no particular 
reason for their exigtence and noth- 
ing is gained thereby we pronounce 
the person merely “queer.” In either 


Case there is a lack of balance and 


symmetry in the character—there 
are latent or atrophied powers 
awaiting opportunity to express. 

The law of polarity emphasizes the 
need of balance. In any extreme 
manifestation there is a wide gap 
between the polarities of unbuilt in- 
qualities. While the genius has de- 
veloped certain powers to the ex- 
clusion of others, his work has not 
been in vain. There is nothing for 
rim ti “un do”—he has only to 
bring up other qualities lying dor- 
mant in order to be a master among 
men.

VENTURA SLAYER HANG 


Jose Sandoval to be Sentenced Monday for Killing His 
Common Law Wife in Jealous Quarrel. 


VENTURA, Aug. 14.—"To be hanged by the neck until dead” is the gen- 
tence awaiting Jose Sandoval when he appears in the Superior Court on 


Monday following his conviction on a charge of first degree murder when 


he was found gullty by a jury last night after less than three hours’ de- 


liberation. 

Sandoval killed his common-law 
wife, Julia Lopez, in June. The case 
was given to the jury late yester- 
day afternoon, following a stirring 
plea for the death sentence by Dist.- 


Atty. Ed Henderson and Dep. Dist.- 
Atty. James Hollingsworth, in which 
they brought out the point that jeal- 
ousy of his common-law wife's in- 
fatuation for another man was the 
underlying cause of the shooting. 

Attorney Thomas Gould, represent- 
ing the defendant, gave a sound 
defense argument, calling for an 
acquittal or a minimum sentence. 

The most damaging testimony of 
the trial was given by Earl R. Bell, 
local police officer, who told of a 
conversation with Sandoval follow- 
ing shooting, in which he had 
been old by Sandoval that the lat- 
ter had done nothing for which he 
was sorry.

Against Termite Menace 


By a “Times” Staff Correspondent 
PASADENA, Aug. 14—Los Angeles 
building officials will give hearty co- 
operation in the campaign of Walter 
Putnam, chief building inspector of 
Pasadena, to rid the city and en- 
virons of a vast horde of white ants 
which Putnam has found to be un- 
dermining and threatening the safe- 
ty of wooden buildings in the Crown 
City. 
Information to this effect was re- 
ceived here today in a letter from 


M. O. Bolser, assistant electrical en- 
gineer of distributing division of 
the Los Power and Light De- 
partment. Bolser has made an ex- 
tensive study of the white-ant ( 
termite) menace and has found evi- 
dences of depredations of the insects 
in Los Angeles, principally in power- 
line and telegraph poles 

“The insects can be found in al- 
most any frame structure and we are 
confronted with a dangerous prob- 
lem,” he declared. “I found while 


earthquake that 75 per cent of the 
telegraph poles there are infested 
with termites, and I have since 
learned that 40 or 80 per cent of 
the poles in wnetropolitan Los An- 
geles are breeding-places for the 
ants.” 
According to the Pasadena bund 
ing officials, twenty-four out of twen- 
ty-five local buildings of wooden con- 
struction examined by them this 
week show pronounced evidence of 
attack by the ant army.

7 2 teaspoons baking 1 cup sugar, sifted 
powder cup warm water 


Sift flour, measure, then sift three times with the salt and baking powder. Separate 
the eggs, beat the whites until stiff, fold in the sugar, fold in the well-beaten yolks, add 
the water and fold in the flour mixture. Beat until smooth and pour into a greased and 
floured shallow pan. Bake in a moderate oven (350 to 375 degrees) fer about 20 min- 
utes.

Care of the Baby 
Dental Problems 

There are many things in the care of 
teeth which parents should understand. 

Dental hygiene commences before the 
child ig born. It really has its foundation 
in the amount of organic mineral salts 
present in the blood stream of the mother. 

Zorn With Teeth 

The child is born with teeth except that 
instead of their protruding through the 
gums they are really present deep in the 
jawbone structures. 

From birth it is only a question of growth, 
the addition of the necessary lime salts 
plus a clean bloodstream to favor their 
development. 

Breast Milk 

Diet and heredity are the two most im- 
portant factors in the structural develop- 
ment of infants’ teeth. 

Breast milk is the most important in- 
gredient in the diet of the suckling babe. 
If this cannot be procured the milk of an 
animal, together with fruit juices, makes 
the most available substitute. 

“Teething Rings” 

It is from the teething process onward 
that we make the many mistakes in den- 
tal hygiene. 

Early in baby’s life we accustom him to 


teething rings, bones and other hard sub 


stances under the belief that they are nec- 
essary for his “teeth cutting.” 

As he grows older and his milk, or de- 
ciduous, or temporary teeth are formed, we 
find parallel 

Soft Food 


His food is soft and mushy. His gum 
structures are little exercised. His blood 
becomes impoverished with the excessive 
consumption of sweets. Teeth detay be 
gins very rapidly. 

Decay le Abnormal 

Mothers seem to think that this is a nat- 
ural phenomenon necessary in the evolution 
of the child’s mouth structures. Many of 
them believe that decay ig the normal proc- 
ess by means of which the first set of 
teeth is replaced by the second. 

On this point they should be diaillu- 
sioned. Decay is unnatural at any period 
of life, from infancy to the end of life. 

The first set of teeth should simply be- 
come loose, then fall out. That is the 
normal process. 

The abnormal ig usually “caries” or den- 
tal decay. 

“Crooked” Teeth 

As a child grows older his first set of 
teeth sometimes grow in crooked, mal 
formed or misshapen. As a rule, the sec- 
ond set are imbedded behind the roots of 
the first. ; 

If the first teeth are crooked the greater 
chances are that the second set will be 
likewise. 

Dental care and attention should not be 
postponed until the second set are in. If 
the teeth are crooked they should be 
straightened by the dentist even though 


‘they are but temporary teeth. 


When the permanent set arrive again 
they should be under the supervision of a 
competent dentist. 

Cavities should be prevented by teaching 
the child to chew coarse, rough, wholesome 
food and by feeding him such a diet that 
he will not be “mineral starved.” 

Teeth decay commences from within and 
works outward. There is seldom a case 
of caries without an associated condition 
of sugar excésses and the excessive con- 
sumption of refined foods. 

Teeth are like every other structure in 
the body. 

Forget to use them 
or abuse them and before long nature will 
exact the price.

Lifeboatmen. On some coasts the lite- 
savers belong to a regular, paid, enlisted 
service. On some other coasts lifeboatmen 
are volunteers; the boats are bought and 
maintained by voluntary subscription, and 
there are rarely any rewards other than the 
consciousness of duty nobly done. Some- 
times a medal, sometimes a money reward. 
But, reward or not, the volunteer lifeboat 
men never fail in their duty. If any com- 


- parison could be made between men whose 


lives are devoted to such a service as saving 
other lives around the bitter coasts of the 
earth in the bjtter storms that visit the 
earth, the palm must go to the volunteers. 


Of such was old Bob Stafford, boathouse- 
keeper for a volunteer lifeboat station on as 
cruel a bit of coast as the god of storms 
ever sent a sea against. Bob was sixty-five. 
His black hair had long turned to gray, to 
white. So had his baronial mustache and 
goatee. But Bob Stafford dyed both—a 
glossy black. 

Bob kept house against the time when the 
lifeboat might be wanted. His was the duty 
to keep the lanterns trimmed, the rocket- 


lines coiled and ready, the launching planks 


greased and free from accumulated drift 
sand. His was the only paid job, and the 
pay was scanty; but there was a bit of 
garden, a bit of ground where he could 
keep his rabbits in wired hutches and a 
tiny room, as big as a second mate’s cabin 
in a deep-water ship, where he could stand 
his sea-chest, hang his bag and hear the 
crash of the sea on the headland to the 
west.

Constipation—a Disease of Civilization 

Constipation is the bane of civilized ex- 
istence—the foundation on which every 
other ailment. of life is built. 

If we could, with one broad stroke, elm 
inate this disease, I have no doubt but that 
we would ificrease the span of life at least 
fifty’ per cent. Not only that, but we would 
reduce the allments of mankind to but an 
infinitesimal fraction of what they are at 
present. 

Physiology of Constipation 

The purpose of this talk is to present the 
physiology, the means whereby constipation, 
with its resultant train of evils, is induced. 

From a knowledge of function we can 
then deduce means toward correcting ab- 
normalities. When we understand the nor- 
mal the abnormal becomes clearer. 


Tue Digestive System 


The digestive tube consists of approx- 
imately thirty feet of combined esophagus, 


stomach and intestines. In reality, it is one 
long tube with various shapes at different 


portions. 

Every section has a specialized function 
to perform. The mouth and teeth struc- 
tures prepare the food for digestion. The 
teeth cut, grind and macerate the individual 
particles so as to give the greatest service 
to the action of the digestive juices. 

The salivary fluid commences digestion of 
starches, breaking up the starch and sugar 
into their simpler components. 

The esophagus acts merely to pass the 
food into the stomach. 

Here the ground-up particles are churned 
and exposed to the action of the stomach 
digestive juices, principally hydrochloric 
acid, pepsin and rennia. 
Stomach Sluggishness

For the time being digestion remains 
kaline in the stomach; the alkalinity is 
duced by the saliva if chewing has 
proper. After fifteen or twenty minutes 
hydrochloric acid acidulates the 
contents. 

When starch digestion has been fairly 
well established and the stomach contents 
thoroughly acidulated, the partly digested 
foodstuff is then passed into the first por- 
tion of the intestine known as the duode- 
num, Here the most important process of 
digestion takes place. 

Digestion in the Duodenum 


Into the duodenum the pancreas pours its 

three main juices: Trypsin, which digests 
proteins; steapsin, which digests fats; amy- 
lopsin, which digests starches. 
Besides these juices, the liver sends the 
all-important bile into the duodenum. The 
bile not only assists digestion, but thor- 
oughly alkalinizes the foodstuff. 

When, through disease, the pancreas dis- 
charges a poor quality of pancreatic juices, 
constipation may start from the duodenum, 

When the liver sends into the duodenum 
a very poor quality or an insufficient quan- 
tity of bile, constipation easily ensues. 

Sources of Constipation 

So far you may see that constipation is 
not only a disease of the lower colon, from 
which the waste material cannot be dis- 
charged, but that it has its inception far up 
in the digestive system—yes, as far up as 
the teeth with which we prepare our foods 
for digestion. 

The Small intestine 

From the duodenum the foodstuff is 
passed into the remaining portions of the 
small intestine, known as the jejunum and 
ileum. 3 

In this portion of the small. intestine the 


digestion which was commenced in the duo 


denum is completed. The small intestine is 


really the largest part of the digestive sys- 


tem, covering approximately twenty feet of 
its length. 
The large intestine is so called because 
of its greater diameter. Its length is ap- 
proximately six feet. 

From the small intestine foodstuff is then 
passed into the semi-blind pouch known as 
the caecum. On the surface of the caecum 
we have a secondary blind pouch known as 
the vermiform appendix, the seat of so 
many troubles. , 

The Caecum and Appendix 

The reason inflammation of the caecum 
and appendix so frequently occurs is be- 
cause of their peculiar structures.

There is no condition of true appendicitis 
which can form without a long preceding 
history of constipation, either slight or se- 
vere. 2 

The Large intestine 

The foodstuff now goes into the large in- 
testine. The function here is said to be 
merely dehydration. Until this time the 
food dain the form of an emulsion, being 
almost completely liquefied by the digestive 
juices of the mouth, stomach and duodenum, 

As it passes through the large intestine 
water is extracted and absorbed, and what 
is left is essentially waste material. 


Construction of Colons .

The Sigmoid Flexure 


The final place where constipation W 
most severe is in the middle segment of the 
descending colon, an area which is known 
in anatomy as the sigmoid flexure, 

Sigmoid means shaped like an “S.” Food- 
stuff must go through this area before it 
can enter the rectum. @ 

. Clogging in the sigmoid flexure occurd 
very frequently in constipated people. A 
low enema usually does not give relief 
largely because the constipation is higher 


up. It is for this reason that the high enema 


given with the soft rectal tube yields such 
splendid results, largely because the water 
is then capable of flushing the sigmoid flex- 
ure. 
Physiology of Peristalsis 

Thus far I have explained the function 
of the various areas in the digestive tube. 

Now you must understand something 
about the actual physiology and mechanical 
structures of the digestive tube itself. 

How is the foodstuff passed forward?

ECENT archaeological 8 in 

Mexico indicate the need of new 
names to identify the early races on the 
continent. 


In a previous article 1 narrated the reve- 
lations of the two extremes of strata which 
reveal the past of Mexico. 


Between these two extremes of the strata 
are contained the complete evolution and 
mentality of the people of this long period 
of development, from 2000 and 1500 B.C., in 
various immigrations, extending to the ar- 
rival of the Nahuatl tribes (Acolhuas, Te- 
panecas.) 

The Mexican authorities in archaeology 
have applied to this culture the name of 
Tlachichique, a word which is taken from 
the Nahautl tongue itself, and which meang 
doers or makers (of everything, architecture, 
writing, painting, decorations, etc.) charac- 
teristic of the period manifest in the 
stratum. 

The Tlachichique occupy the place of 
honor so long given to the Toltec, a name 
that does not bear the meaning that has 
been given to it. 

We believe the Tlachichique were the 
batiders of the Pyramid of Teotihuacan and 
of the system of works connected therewith 
(temples and neighboring houses,) and the 
Texcalpan or Citadel, but at different stages 
in their evolution; and we assign greater 
antiquity to the pyramids of the Sun and the 
Moon, B.C., and not in the seventh century 
AD., when the festivals of the suns took 
place. It should be noted that, among the 
material found in the adobes forming the 
main structure of the Pyramid of the Sun, 
little three-sided-bones were found, with the 
appearance of having been made from verte- 
bras or tarsus. This same material has been 
found in Atzcapotzalco (Niven explorations,) 
in larger quantities and with holes for 
hanging about the neck; and with them a 
pulverulent skeleton, and a little old Tiacht- 


chique head exactly like one found in the 


tunnel of the pyramid. This is one of the 
reasons which have induced the Mexican 
experts in archaeology to fix the earlier date 
for the construction of these works, in view 
of the stratum in which this collar was 
found. 

We should also note that the arrival of 
Quetzalcoatl, of the highest importance in 
the Americas, is in need of chronological 
revision, in which interteotihuacan compara- 
tive archaeology must play an important 
part; because in the Texcalpan, on the oldest 
monument, the one with the high-relief, 
there is represented the traditional story of 
Quetzalcoatl who, according to tradition, left

logical remains although it has a depth of 
from three to four feet with deposits of 
pumice and gravel from currents some 800 
B.C. It may be that these currents swept 
away and destroyed almost all the Chichi- 
meca remains, which according to previous 
understanding figure among the pre-Aztec.

It is possible, and indeed probable, that all 


these people have many excellent qualities, - 


but sport alone is not enough to carry a na- 
tion to the goal of human happiness, or to 
create perfection in an individual. 

The character of the British people has 


undoubtedly been influenced by its love of 


games. But that sense of fair play with 
which we pride ourselves, justly to some 
extent, was, I believe, learned on the vill-ve 
green rather than in a vast football crowd 
watching professional gladiators. 

At the present time one would imagine to 
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lx and that all our talk about unemployment, 
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bad trade, and high taxation is mere propa- 
ganda with but little basis of reality. This 
sport is a kind of dope to prevent us from 
thinking and facing hard facts. It is a 
myth carefully cultivated as a soothing balm 
to the mind of the people. It is also pander- 
ing to national vanity, encouraged to think 
that there can be nothing wrong with us as 
long as there are great crowds at the Derby, 
beautiful women at Ascot, lovely frocks on 
a sunny day at Maidenhead, and jolly good 
sportsmen everywhere. 

It is good to play the game. I believe in 
it. It would be a bad day for this country 
if we lost our interest in sport, and especial- 
ly that form of sport which is played on a 
village green, in suburban back gardens, on 
the common where the grass wears thin, on 
a tennis court behind a row of suburban 
houses, on a golf course which the city man 
can reach on a Saturday afternoon, and in 
the playgrounds of our public schools. 

It blows the cobwebs out of our eyes, 
keeps our nerves steady, and our tempers 
sweet, and is the best cure for the 


drudgeries of life. 


But the worship of professionalism is a 
dad sign of the times, and when sport be- 
comes a tyranny, as in the case of compul 
sory games, the spirit goes out of it. 

Sport is not a religion. It is a healthy 
amusement. When it becomes the purpose 
of life instead of a recreation, it is a weak- 
ness rather than a strength, a folly rather 
than a virtue. | 

Unfortunately, and alas, men must work 
before they play, and a school that puts 
its games before its studies, as some of our 
schools are doing, is not producing men 
who will be able to compete with the intelli- 
gence and knowledge of other counties who 
take a more serious view of life. 

It is this elevation of sport tinto a nation- 
al religion which is producing a kind of 
levity in the public mind so that they are 
indifferent to grave issues, careless of perils 
ahead, content to live in a fool’s paradise 
so long as they can take a chance on & 
horse, or watch a cup-tie match, or get ex- 
cited over some professional game. 

Let us at least acknowledge that the 
sportsman, however fine his qualities, how- 
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ever wide the pattern of his tweed, however 
long his cigars, is not necessarily the 
noblest work of God and that there are 
other types of manhood—the doctor, the ar- 
tist, the scientist, the scholar, the singer,

Well-Cared-F or Vegetable Patch, Arbor and Chicken Yard Bring Worth- 
While Returns to Hand-W orking Cardener Methods Afford 
Valuable Tips for Others—Neatness Keynote of Place 


yELL-TO-DO people build expensive = 
courses for exercise and pleasure, but 
anyone can have both at home and 
make them pay revenue besides, says Wil- 
liam Schrader of 8240 Crocket Boulevard, 
Los Angeles, who, many readers of Farm 
and Orchard will remember, was the “But- 
terfly Man” of an article which appeared in 
this paper two or three years ago. Mr. 
Schrader, widely known for his work in 
breeding butterfiles under artificial condl- 
tions, is also an expert gardener, and his 
little place in South Los Angeles is so pro- 
ductive and withal so attractive that it can 
well be cited as a model for others who as- 
pire to develop sightly homes that will at 
the same time pay regular dividends. 
Thirteen years ago, broken in health and 
with little money saved from many years of 
work as a gardener on the estate of the 
late E. J. “Lucky” Baldwin of Arcadia, the 
subject of this sketch purchased a lot in 
what was then the Graham district, a bit of 
land some 100x240 feet in dimensions, with 
frontages on three streets. Here, with his 
own hands, he built his combined home and 


laboratory, known far and wide as the “But-. 


terfly House,” and planned and developed 
a garden, both ornamental and useful, that, 
so far as the writer knows has no equal in 
Los Angeles, considering, of course, only 
small places. He has come as near to real- 
izing the more’ or less mythical “acre and 
independence” goal one hears about as any- 
one with whom the writer has come in con- 
tact and his secret, if he has any, seems to 
be a combination of “savvy” and hard work. 

The ornamental features of Mr. Schrad- 
er's unique little farm in the city were de- 
scribed in part in the previous article re- 
ferred to. I want to deal here largely with 
some of the methods which he uses in get- 
ting the most out of his small vegetable 
garden. He is a vegetarian, and his food 
wants are limited. So, together with a few 
hens, the garden about supplies his table. 

Mr. Schrader in discussing home gardens, 
says that in the first place, the production 


ot one’s own vegetables is a valuable health 


measure. He points out that notwithstand- 
ing the fact that California sends thousands 


. Of carloads of vegetables into the Hast each 


year, those destined for the local market 
go through many hands before they reach 
the consumer. Consequently, he believes 
that the consumer not only gets a poorly 
flavored product, but one from which the 
best elements have often been lost. - 

Mr. Schrader gave me some of the ideas 
and practices that have won success for 
him, intended he says, to encourage and as- 
sist those who want to start gardens, but 
“just do not know how tocgo about it.” I 
pass them on. 

SPADE USEFUL 700 


“If you have a back yard of good size, or 


a vacant lot available,” he says, “do not 
think that you need a horse to plow it, be- 
cause a fenced-in plot becomes very un- 


even with plowing. A good spade or shov- 


el will do better work, and give the neces- 
sary exercise in the cool mornings or eve- 
nings. 

“About the middle of September” he adds, 
“is a good time to start the winter garden. 
Some seeds which grow slowly, like the on- 
fon, should be sown first, and alf other 
young plants will get a good start before 
the nights become very cool. Then, in late 
December, when the morni are frosty, 
your vegetables will be of danger, 
ready to eat, and will keep 8 "see time in 
the soil without getting off-flavor. 

“The best way to get the soil in readit- 
ness for the winter garden,” says this ex- 
pert, “is to spade up each row right after 
the spring and summer plantings have ma- 
tured and the plants are taken out in July 
and August. At that time, it is moist from 
the summer irrigations, and, spaded, it will 

t a good airing before it is planted again. 
it left too long without being turned over, 
the soll is liable to bake, and you will have 
a hard job to break it up. 

“Here in Los Angeles and vicinity, the 
natural slope in most districts is north to 
south, and 1 find it practical to take advan- 
tage of the natural fall in the land. How- 
ever, on the one plot, 50120 feet in dimen- 
sion, which I devote to vegetables (and al- 
though I am not a market gardener, I grow 
quite a variety because I like most of 
them,) I have a water pipe running 


' tudinally through the center, which is raised, 


enabling me to irrigate both ways. This 
makes two long 20x120 feet, as on the 
north side there is ve-foot walk covered 
with a grape arbor, and on the south a 
privet hedge and walk. 
WALK COMPOST 

“But this south walk is only about three 

and a half feet wide, as it is really a filled-

up compost ditch where I bury all my coarse 
trash, like sunflower stems, corn stalks and 
grape prunings. I started compost many 
years ago, and renew it every two years. 

“In starting it, I dug a trench about three 
and a half feet wide, five feet long and two 
feet wide, then took the soil to another part 
of the garden which I wished to elevate, 


When this trench is full, I cover it with the 


top soil secured by starting another sim- 
ilar trench adjoining the first one, with no 
dirt wall between. In time, by continuing 
this practice, I reached the other end of 
the garden, and then start all over again. 

“By putting all my coarse refuse into this 
tr nch, I can keep my place clean without 
causing any bad smoke or smell for the 
neighbors. Then, when I start the first 
trench over again, the decayed material 
that I take up makes excellent fertilizer 
and humus, for mulching and plant food. I 
keep the top of this compast trench cult! 
vated so that the winter rains soak it, then, 
when the rows of vegetables in my south

plot are irrigated the porous nature of the 
compost takes care of the surplus water, 
caught in a long furrow drawn for the pur- 
pose, This prevents flooding at the lower 
end of the plot. 


A PROFITABLE ARBOR 


“The upper border of the north plot is 
given over to my main walk, which is cov- 
ered with a Concord grape arbor. This ar- 
bor, in all, is 240 feet long, and last year 
bore 1800 pounds of grapes, which I sold for 
jelly making. But I also have a smaller 
compost trench, about two feet wide and 
one foot deep at this end, to bury all my 
fine trash and sawdust from the dropping 
boards in my chicken coops. This takes 
care of the surplus water from the north 
plot, keeps the walk dry in the rainy sea- 
son, in addition to making the finest kind of 
a summer mulch after it is allowed to decay 
for some months. 

“In late September, when the grape har- 
vest is over, I have my soil all ready for the

port Gives 


Check on Southland Conditions 


MARKET and field report of South- 
A ern California crops issued by the ag 
ricultural department of the Los An- 
geles Chamber of Commerce under date of 
August 1, reviews in a coniprehensive way 
agricultural conditions in this area. 
Orchard conditions in the navel orange 
districts indicate a crop within 85 per cent 
of normal, the report states, while lemon 
orchards are said to show 94 per cent of 


normal. which is higher that their reported 


condition at the corresponding period a 
year ago. Warm weather in the East has ac- 
celerated the shipment of Valencias. Dur- 


ing the third week in July the movement .000 tons last season. 


amounted to 1242 cars. The competition of- 
fered by other fresh fruits, berries and mel- 
ons, it is pointed out, is increasingly impor- 
tant, but it is interesting to note that the 
widespread introduction of juice extractors 
and the educational advertising campaign 
carried on by the allied citrus interests 
have gone a long way toward offsetting this 
competition. Up to July 24, 38,776 cars of 
California oranges had been shipped this 
season, as compared with 32,196 cars to the 
same last year. The same warm weather 
toned up the lemon sales, and prices ad- 
vanced sharply. Foreign lemon imports are 
a little lighter than they were a year ago. 


Generally speaking, the deciduous fruit 
crop this season has been light in Southern 
California, while in the northern part of the 
State heavy crops have been harvested. Ap- 
ples in the-south show a light crop, espe- 
cially in Riverside and Kern counties. The 
State crop is placed at 9,632,000 bushels, as 
compared with 6.016.000 bushels in 1925. 

The apricot crop was short in all South- 
land districts except the Hemet Valley and 


Riverside county, generally. The State cot 
crop is estimated at 160,000 tons, about 
10,000 tons above that of 1925. The dried 
‘cot output probably will be smaller than 
that of last year. 

Most districts south of the Tehachapi had 
a short crop of peaches, and more fruit than 
usual has been shipped from the north to 
the Southland canneries. A good crop is re- 
ported in Hemet Valley. The canning situa- 
tion is promising, but shipping is not 80 
favorable. Georgia has shipped heavily this 
season. The estimate for the State’s peach 
crop is 484,000 tons, as compared with 390, 
As delayed defolia- 
tion is regarded as the chief cause for the 
short peach crop in the South, efforts are 
being made to discover new varieties re- 
sistant to the peculiar climatic conditions 
believed to cause the poor yields in certain 
years. 

The market. for California pears is not 
good. It is estimated that there will be a 
State crop of 206,000 tons, as against 180,- 
000 tons last year. The crop in the south 
is- reported to be excellent in quality. In 
Antelope Valley the pear crop is 
at 75 per cent of normal. 

Imperial and Coachella Valley grape 
growers ran up against competition from 
some early districts of the San Joaquin Val- 
ley this season, and the deal was disap- 
pointing. The Coachella Valley growers 
used extreme care in picking, packing and 
grading. Malaga growers are coming to 
market with lighter yields than were ex- 
pected. Southern California wine grape 
districts generally announce a good crop, 
with speculation rife as to the market. Mil-

winter’ crops. Onions are my favorite veg- 
etable, but they require patience and time 
because the growth is rather slow. But 
green onions right out of the garden repay 
for any work in this connection, and, then, 
the neighbors like them too, and buy all I 
cannot use. 
FLATS FOR ONIONS 

“Most people prefer to plant onion sets, 
but when I plant, about September 20 
most onion sets are still ‘sleepy’ and it 
would require a great deal of time and irri- 
gation to make them sprout. So I start 


them in flats, such as nurserymen use, made 


from redwood, so that they will not warp. 
These boxes are about three inches deep, 
and 18x30 inches in size. There is a half- 
inch space left between the bottom boards, 
to provide ‘drainage, but a lath should be 
laid over this with a few real fine pebbles 
under it so the draifage will not be too 
good, so to speak. 

“In planting these flats, I first put in-a 
layer of redwood sawdust, about three- 
fourths of an inch deep, then place the on- 
jon sets upright, very close together, and 
put in another three-fourths inch of sawdust 
over them. I set the flats in a sunny place, 
and sprinkle them frequently to make the 
sawdust moist. In eight or ten days, the 
onions will have roots about an inch long. 


“Of course, these rooted sets must be han- 
dled carefully. The soil in which they are 
to be planted must be irrigated, then spad- 
ed and raked, so that it is moist but not 
sticky, and friable. I then draw a furrow 
with the hoe about two or three inches . 
deep, and plant the sets four inches apart 
in this furrow, pressing the soil firmly 
around them. Along one side of the row, I 
draw a deeper furrow and run water down 
it about two hours so as to thoroughly sat- 
urate the entire area which the sets are 
planted. They all w, every time. I 
plant the sets in a shallow furrow because 
the bulb of the onion grows upward, and 
if not set deep enough originally, it forces 
its way out of the soil, and before ready 
to dig, is sunburned. When I plant in Sep- 
tember, I have my tender onions in January. 


° IRRIGATING THE CROP 
“Irrigating onions, as well as other vege- 


tables, I have made use of an old round tin 


gutter, with both ends closed with redwood 
boards, which are also of a size to act as 
stands for the pipe. One end has an open- 
ing to allow the hose to be placed inside. 
On one side of this gutter pipe, which is ap- 
proximately eight feet long, there are six 
holes one quarter-inch in diameter, spaced 
sixteen inches apart. Generally speakin 
rows of most vegetables are about sixteen 
inches apart. 

“I place the hose in this gutter pipe, and 
set it along the high side of my rows, with 
one hole opposite each row. When the pres- 
sure is not sufficient for six rows, I plug 
up every other one, and alternate 
rows. For irrigating two rows, I have a 
smaller distributing system made from an 
old piece of galvanized iron. The method 
of distribution is the same as with the larg- 
er trough. 

“Although it is the common practice for 
gardeners to wait a few days after irrigat- 
ing to cultivate, I always fill up the furrows 
which carry the water right after they are 
irrigated. I do not believe it is wise to al- 
low the water to flood over the furrows, 
because it encourages weed growth. An- 
other argument in favor of my practice 18 
that when I open my furrows out again for 
irrigation, I find the cutworms in the loose 
soil close to the plants. As most garden- 


ers know, a cutworm killed in time means 


many plants saved. 

“As for planting vegetable seeds in the 
open, I have several practices which are 
not entirely in accord with accepted the- 
ories, but which in my case work out very 


well. 
THE, PLANTING PLAN 

“When the planting season is at hand, 1 
draw furrows at regular intervals, spacing 
them according to the crop to be planted. I 
then allow water to run slowly down these 
for some time, so that the entire planting 
area is thoroughly soaked. After the soil 
has been allowed to dry out a little bit, per- 
haps two days, 1 cultivate these furrows 
carefully, and put the soll in a state 
of good filth, Then I make the furrow 
a little deeper. by distributing the soil 
to each side of the furrow, eventually get- 
ting the furrows about six inches deep. I 
prefer to sow seed on the west side of the 
ridge, so I generally have it about two 
inches higher. The morning sun warms 
the soil, but being higher, the seed row is 
somewhat protected from the sun in the 
afternoon.

NUT CROP LIGHT 

Indications are that 1926 is not going to 
be a banner walnut year. The yield is 
placed at about 60 per cent of normal. Light 
crops are noted especially in the principal 
producing districts of Los Angeles and Or- 
ange counties. The almond crop in 
Banning district, the only almond producing 
territory south of the Tehachapi, is estimat- 
ed at 80 per cent of normal, The harvest 
opens about the middle of August, State 
production is estimated at 91 per cent of 
normal, with a harvest of approximately 
double the 7600-ton crop of last year. 

While the total acreage of cotton for 
the State is about 5000 acres less than it 
was last year, growing conditions are re 
ported to be the best since the inception of 
the industry in this section. Latest 
estimates place the area planted to cotton 
in California at from, 167,000 to 168,000 
acres, as against 172,000 acres last year. 
Lower California has 135,000 acres as com- 
pared with 150,000 last year. Arizona has 
168,000 acres in cotton, as compared with 
162,000 last year. There has been little 
complaint over the labor situation so far, 
but as the harvest season approaches, the 
several plans for the solution of the labor 
problem will be put to trial. 

GOOD BEAN OUTLOOK 


Field beans are looking fine in all sec- 
tions of Southern California, with a report- 
ed crop condition of 95 per cent. The total 
acreage of regular Limas is estimated at 
92,457 acres, as compared with 58,836 acres 
in 1925. About 35,000 to 40,000 are planted 
to baby limas, as against 28,625 last year. 
The blackeye outlook is for around 400,000 
sacks. The local bean market is quiet. No 
great volume of business is expected this 
month. Normal prices are expected to rule, 

Reports of four beet sugar companies op 
erating in Southern California show close to 
30,000 acres devoted to sugar beet culture 
and an estimated tonnage of 155,000. State 


beet plantings are estimated at 55,000 acres, 


with a production forecast of 381,000 tons, 
as compared with 76,000 acres and 490,000 
tons last season. Growink conditions have 


been good, and normal yields are expected. . 


The big hay crop has depressed prices, 
and the hay market is very dull. In the 
southern highlands the crop was good, but 
the lowland crop was damaged to some ex- 
tent. The Federal-State Cooperative Crop 
Reporting Service estimates the State acre- 
age as follows: Alfalfa, 981,000 acres; 
grain hay, 616,000 acres; miscellaneous 
tame hay, 105,000 acres. 

The grain harvest is still under way, al 
though Imperial Valley barley has been 
threshed. About half of the 45,000 acres 
planted to barley there was pastured. The 
State-wide barley crop comes from 1,071,000 
acres and is estimated at 31,206,000 bush- 
les. Last year the yield was 32,240,000 bush- 
els. 
Imperial Valley, but was damaged some- 
what by rust. Riverside county wheat was 
rusted badly also. The Holtville district es- 
caped. The State-wide condition indicates 
a yield of 14,733,000 bushels, as compared 
with 11,457,000 in 1925. There is a 9 per 
cent increase in grain sorghum acreage in 
California, and the production is placed at 
86,800 tons, as against 83,800 tons last year. 

TRUCK CROP SITUATION 


The Kern county cantaloupe crop is 
shipped with good prices. The crop was 
shorter than was anticipated, 350 cars being 


sent out from 1000 acres. Heavy supplies of 


Tip Tops and Paul Rose have recently been 
in the local market. Arizona cantaloupes and 
honeydews were about through the last 
week in July. The watermelon crop was 
large this season, and marketing difficulties 
have been experienced.

More Co-Operation 

N 1916, there were approximately half a 

million farmers who were members of co- 
operative organizations in the United 
States, according to the statistics of the 
Federal Department of Agriculture. In 1925, 
according to the same authority, there were 
about 2,500,000 members of farmers’ bus 
ness associations. Some farmers belong to 
several organizations at a time. Ia De 
cember of last year, 9463 associations made 
reports to the Department of Agriculture, 
and it is believed that this number rep- 
resenfs most of the active organizations 
alive and doing business. . 

During this ten-year period the most rap- 
id growth has been made in the Southern 
States, from a percentage standpoint. From 
a numerical standpoint, the North Central 
States show the greatest increase. 

The co-operative movement has pro- 
gressed slowly among farmers. Perhaps it 
has reached its highest development in 
Southern California, where it began almost 
with production itself, one might say. This 
was due partly to the need and partly to 
the character of farmers. The typical farm- 
er of the East and Middle West has found 
it very hard to work with others. He was 
independent and he enjoyed his independ- 
ence to such an extent that he hated to sur-

road officials at a meeting here on August 6, 
and outlined the procedure in carrying out 
a program designed to benefit grape mar- 
keting conditions. 

Mr. Conn said that the American Rail- 
way Association, which he defined as the 
“Expression of American railways to func- 
tion as on organization,” was requested 
to make a study of grape shipments in Cal- 
ifornia over a year ago, when condftions

This great increase, in volume of 
shipments has not only accentuated mar- 
keting difficulties, he declared, but has 
brought about frequent shortages of fe- 
— cars during the height of the 

As a result of the studies of the associa- 
tion the Grape Car Plan for 1926 was 
evolved and adopted by the railroads, then 
presented to the committee of twenty-one, 
composed of seven growers, seven ship- 
pers and seven bankers of California, who 
also approved of it. This committee of 
twenty-one was appointed by the chairman 
of the Pacific Coast Transportation Ad- 
visory Board, one of the thirteen regional 
organizations of the kind in the nited 
States established to devise means of co- 
operating action among producers, ship- 
pers and carriers. 

In order to carry out the grape car 
plan the State of California was divided 
up into eight districts. Each has a joint 
railroad representative surrounded by a 
public advisory committee composed 
growers, shippers and Chamber of Com- 
merce O6fficiala, with the Horticultural 
Commissioners of the counties within 
each district as ex-officio members. 


Mr. Conn explained the new bonding 
‘plan, which is to be worked out along the 
car plans. In previous years, he stated, 
it has been necessary for a shipper to take 
out a bond, either surety or personal, be- 
fore he can ship cars of any commodity. 
This year it will be necessary for him to 
take out 4 grape bond before he can ship 
from any station or any railroad in Calif- 
ornia, and this must be a surety bond. The 
amount of this bond is predicated on the 
volume of last year’s business conducted 
by the shipper and applications must be 
filed with the American Railroad Associa- 
tion office at San Francisco, 10 days be- 
fore the shipper intends to ship grapes. 


Mr. Conn pointed out that in previous 
years there have been recurring car short- 
ages during the grape deal. To alleviate 
this condition, the grape car plan is being 
put into effect. In each of the eight dis- 
tricts of California, an association official 
will be stationed. District number eight, 
comprising the countries of Mono, Inyo, 


Ventura, lms Angeles, San Diego, Orange 
and Imperial, will have as its representative 
R. L. Cason, who will have offices both in 
Ontario and Los Angeles. 


Under the plan it will be necessary for 
each shipper to file an estimate of the 
number of cars he will need in advance of 
shipment. For the purpose, the grape 
deal is divided up into weekly periods, 
beginning August 29, and the shipper 
will file ten days in advance for these refu- 
lar periods. Mr. Conn advised that no per-

Beet Growers Receive 
Final Payment 


OXNARD.—The American Beet Sugar 
Company, which guarantees its growers a 
minimum price equal to a 5 cent valuation 
on sugar, has just made the final payment 


on the 1925 beet crop. The price paid was 


on the basis of an average selling of sugar 
by the Southern California factories and 
amounted to $51,771. During the past 
year sugar has been quite low, but the str- 
plus stocks are being rapidly absorbed and 
better prices apparently may be expected 
in the future. 

The beet harvest is now under way and 
promises to be bekter than last year’s. A 
downward turn in the value of some com- 


peting crops and a strengthening of the 
sugar market gives the beet sugar 
indus a more hopeful outlook.

Old 
timers who still live here say that those or- 
chards once yielded heavily, but were aban- 
doned because of the lack of markets and 
good roads. Now there is a market and 
paved roads, and there are signs of a reviv- 
al of interest in deciduous fruits.

Mr. Brooks comments on the size 
of the trees and says that they bore at the 
rate of thirty-five boxes or 910 pounds to 
the acre this season. The quality of the 
fruit was excellent and the entire crop sold 
at 6 cents a pound wholesale. 

As a result of this crop the local farm bu- 
reau has inaugurated an apricot planting 
campaign and the area in preparation for 
next spring's planting amounts to about 300 
acres.

Cotton Must Be Clean 
to Sell Well 


PHOENIX (Ariz.)—The low cotton mar. 
ket expected im the fall may be made even 
worse for the cotton growers of Arizona 
if better ginning methods are not put into 
practice during the 1926 season, according 
to the board of directors of the Maricopa 
County Farm Bureau. The board became 
concerned over the situation following the 
receipt of a letter of warning from T. A. 
Hayden, field engineer for the Salt River 
Valley Water Users’ Association. Thomas 
H. Kendall, president of the Arizona Pima 
Cotton Growers, who recently returned trom 
the East, states that a part of the Arizona 
cotton still in storage has not been sold be- 
cause of its lack of cleanliness. He brought 
back samples of Mississippi Valley and Art- 
zona staple, and pointed out that the former 
shows superior handling. Meetings of grow- 
ers are being held in different parts of the 
valley to urge closer ginning even though 
it involves a loss of weight, (probably not 
over 3 per cent,) to save penalizing that, 
it is declared, might reach even 20 per cent. 

Mr. Hayden quotes the ginners as saying 
that they have been running their saws at 
too high speed because of keen competition 
and the growers’ demands, and states that 


the gins are willing to improve the grade 


of the product if they are sustained by their 
patrons. The quality of the cotton itself 
is high, he declares, but not high enough 
“to stand an admixture with leaves and 
trash.” Mr. Hayden summed up the situa- 
tion as follows in his letter to the bureau: 


“The situation has become so serious 
that, unless our ginning methods are cor- 
rected right now (not next month or next 
year) we will not only be unable to get a 
fair price for our short-staple cotton, but we 
are more than likely to find ourselves 
unable to sell it at any price.” 

He says that the valley has about 90,000 
acres of the short-staple, from which has 
beep expected returns of about $9,000,000, a 
material part of the 1 gross income of 
$30,000,000. So, it is urged, ginning stand- 
ards must be raised to those practiced in 
the South.

In 1890, some 18,000,000 hogs were 
slaughtered in the United States, producing 
about 2,300,000,000 pounds of pork and ap- 
proximately 700,000,000 pounds of lard: The 
ratio has changed since then. In 1925, about 
32,000,000 hogs were slaughtered, with a 
production of about 4,000,000,000 pounds of 
pork and some 900,000,000 pounds of lard. 
That is, the pounds of edible pork have al- 
most doubled in thirty-five years, and the 
pounds of lard have increased less than 
one-half. It is plain that hog production is 
turning away from lard types to bacon 
types. This is due, of course, to the grow- 
ing use of vegetable substitutes for lard, 
and this is felt not only in the United 
States but in foreign countries, so that our 
lard exports have decreased. While there 
is a general movement toward increasing 
the hog population of Southern California, 
it should be understood clearly by hog rais- 
ers, actual and prospective, that the type is 
very important, and that market conditions 
favor the bacon rather than the lard ani- 
mal. Barley and alfalfa, both grown in 
great quantities in Southern California, pro- 
duce a hog carcass extremely desirable for 
packers and butchers.

Sunshine Dairy has grown from year 
year, until now it is recognized as one of 
the well-equipped and sanitary dairy 


ranches of the coun H. C. Hurst, the 
owner, arrived in t vicinity thirteen 
years ago. He came from Ohio, where he 


had been engaged in the dairy business for 
some years. He soon built up a herd of 
cows to furnish milk for the community. 

When the first settlers arrived and took 
up their residence in the Uttie tent city, it 
was H. C. Hurst who drove over with his 
horse and wagon loaded with fresh milk for 


the new residents. Soon houses were built 
State and camps sprang up for the men who were 


to make roads and plant orchards. These 
workmen soon learned that fresh milk was 
available and the first order for three gal- 
lons a day was followed by others, until 
Mr. Hurst was obliged to go out and buy 
— trom the ranchers of the neighbor- 


The Sunshine Dairy has Holstein, Jersey 
and Guernsey cows. The stables are kept 
clean and sanitary and the cattle receive 
the best of feed and care. Enough alfalfa 
is grown on the ranch for feeding purposes. 


On it the cattle are pastured for two hours 


every day. Alfalfa fields surround the 
ranch buildings and are watered from a 
deep well. 

' Believing that it does not pay to keep 
poor dairy cows, Mr. Hurst has installed a 
well-equipped slaughter house on the ranch, 
to take care of the “star boarders,” along 
with cattle bought in the district. It con- 
sists of four rooms in which the killing, 
cooling and curing are done. It is fully 
screened and is floored with cement. A big 
corral takes care. of the animals broug 
to the ranch for slaughter, until they are 
needed for the meat business, which has 
grown up as a side line. 

Milking machines are used by this dairy, 
and attendants declare they are entirely 
satisfactory. The milk passes through rub- 
ber pipes into tightly closed pails, which 
are uncovered only to be emptied directly 
into the milk cans from which the bottles 
are filled shortly after milking. The filled 
bottles are immersed to their necks in a 
tank of ice water, where they remain until 
they are entirely freed from an heat. 

Part of the milk goes to the separator, 
which sends the cream into one can and 
the skimmed milk into another. The skim 
milk is used for feeding calves and pigs, 
the latter being an important “side line” of 
the ranch. The cream goes to the Harmony 
Valley Co-operative Creamery.

Citrus Packing Season 
Is Closing 


REDLANDS.—The packing-houses of the 
Redlands citrus district are closing down as 


although a few Valencia shipments remain 
to be made. It is stated that not over 100 
Cars are left in the entire district. Duri 
the coming three months the houses 
paint up, repajr and renovate equipment 
for the coming. season. Field equipment 
will be gone over also. 

Reports from the various packing-plants 
indicate that the growers, on the whole, 
ha ve received better returns for the orange 
crop just handled than they have enjoyed 
for a number of years. The entire dis 
trict has received close to $7,000,000 for the 
citrus erop and growers have averaged 
about $3 per hundred weight for all the 
fruit shipped. The crop was fairly average, 
running about 90 per cent of a normal yield. 
More frost protection will be adopted as 
a result of the good returns. Last year 
Redlands growers increased their frost pro 
tection area from 2000 to over 4000 acres, 
and it is said that 2000 acres more will be 
equipped with heating pots this fall. 

Reports that are coming into the packing 

houses from the growers are that the crop 
on the trees, to be harvested in December, 
will amount to approximately 80 per cent of 
a normal yield.

to George E. Gaskill, manager of the Cuccia 
Fruit Company, which handles most of the 
grape crop of this district, on about 1800 
acres.

Arizona Alfalfa Seed 
Crop Harvested 


PHOENIX (Ariz.)—Harvesting of the Art- 


. zona alfalfa peed trop is about over. 


The yield is estimated at 4,000,000 pounds, 
half of it coming from the Yuma Valley 
and the rest from the Salt River and Buck- 
eye valleys. Locally, the crop has been on 
a larger acreage than usual, owing to the 
slack demand for hay, with an average yield 
of about 400 pounds from each of the 5000 
acres cropped for seed. Some damage was 
wrought by the summererains. The mint 
mum price this year is around 12 1-2 — 
compared with about 16 cents last year for 
No. 1 grade. 

Arizona seed always is in good demand, 
partly because it is harvested early enough 
for fall planting, though its quality and 
cleanness give it a high rating. Last year 
the markets included California, southwest- 
ern and Sduthern States and the Mississip- 
pi Valley, while shipments were made to 
Russia and Argentine. Much of the local 
crop is through the Roosevelt Hay 
Growers.

above the bottom of the furrow, and two 

inches below the top, so that when irrigat- 
ing the moisture reaches the seed, but not 
the top of the furrow, making the surface 
hard. I always irrigate right after plant- 
ing, then cover the furrow with dry soil, 
and do not irrigate or cultivate again until 
the seedling plants appear above the sur- 
face of the soil. 

“As for planting depths, I believe that 
the texture of the soil is an important fac 
tor. Most gardeners agree to the practice 
of covering seed four times its diameter, 
except with some of the larger seeds.” 

The “Butterfly Man” also believes that 
appearance has much to do with success in 


gardening. In fact, his entire 
of his activities reflect strict adherence to 
detail and patience far beyond the ordinary. 
Regarding the layout of a garden, he makes 
the following observations. 

USES HIS EYES 


“It is far better to have your garden re- 
semble a checkerboard than a “crazyquilt.” 
Your neighbors usually see crooked rows 


throw it out of place. One should train his 
eyes to see what is straight and level, and 
you can do this best by taking time when 
laying out your garden. | 

“If you intend to reset plants six inches 
or more apart, or to sow seed in hills on a 
large plot of ground, it is a good plan to 
use a straight redwood board about eight 
inches wide. Along each side of this board, 
marks six inches apart should be cut. To 
use the marker, first set the garden line, 
and then lay the board squarely along it, 
using the marks to space your plants, or, 
in case of planting seed, space the hills. If 
one uses this method, the rows can be kept 
straight both ways. 

“I am often asked how often one should 
irrigate the garden. I believe frequency of 
applications depends largely on the texture 
of the soil and, of course, the crop and the 
weather. When tender root crops are de- 
sired, I force them along with plenty of wa- 
ter. I also believe in giving my root crops 
plenty of room to develop. This results not 
only in better size and quality, but cuts 
down the chances for the development of 
fungus diseases, Crowded plants are weak- 
ened, while those given plenty of space will 


be hardy and will mature fast enotigh to. 
In many cases they will 


throw off diseases. 
also outgrow the effects of pest damage. 
FOOLS THE BIRDS 


“Birds often damage young plants. I 
have a way of protecting my young lettuce 
that works out well. After sowing the seed, 
I givé the planting a heavy irrigation, let 
it dry a little, then sift slacked lime over 
the highest ridge, and even close to the 
seed row. Being white, like the lettuce, 
the birds do not notice the young plants. 
This application can be renewed, but should 
not be applied when the leaves of the plant 
are wet. 

“Wire worms also attack my lettuce, and 
I have learned that if I look over my plant- 
ings in the morning, and dig up those 
which are wilting, I will always get one or 
more worms, which I feed to the chickens. 
The wire worm likes company, especially 
at meal time, and where one is found, sev- 
eral more can be destroyed by sifting all 
soil within a few inches’ radius. If slugs 
aré present in the garden, I always trap 
them by putting down a board with some 
sort of fruit under it. During the night,

Wis n is « 
black adobe, and he declares that sandy 
loam is the best type for potatoes. But 
during the past ten years, he has been mi- 
ing in stable manure, spading it under, 
through the use of trenches, so that all the 
top soil, to a depth of two feet, is loose and 
friable. . 

However, the incorporation of so much 
stable manure did not work out well for po- 
tatoes. Due to an excess of nitrogen, it 
produced heavy top growth at the expense 
of tubers. Mr. Schrader has been expert 
menting with sawdust in planting potatoes 
with, he says, very good results. He gjants 
the seed pieces in furrows the regular way, 
covering them with two inches of soil, then 
putting four inches of redwood sawdust 
over all. Ile prefers redwood sawdust be- 
cause it contains little resin, and has no 
niticeable effect on the young plants. 

However, when planting under this sys- 
tem, one must board up both sides of the 
row with 1x12-inch pieces, held in place 
with stakes, inside measures to be about 
eighteen inches.’ This is done to hold the 
sawdust close to the plants, and prevent 
it from drying out and blowing away. As 
the plants grow in height, more sawdust 
should be placed over the hills. Irrigation 
must be applied in the rows, outside the 
boards. Mr. Schrader uses about two sacks 
of sawdust to every six feet of row, he 
says. 

This practical gardener says that there 
are several advantages in planting potatoes 
in this way. They mature earlier, do not re- 
quire so much water, are smoother, and 
there is less danger from tuber moth infec- 
tion. And after the potatoes are dug, the 
sawdust can be used for mulching other 
crops, also for lightening heavy soils. Mr. 
Schrader plants the Red Rose variety ex- 
clusively, buying guaranteed seed always. 

As for production, this year Mr. Schrader 
says he harvested 300 pounds of potatoes 
from 150 feet of row. ‘ 

Perhaps the most productive planting on 
the Schrader place is the Concord grape 
arbor, now heavy with purple clusters. Last 
year, he sold 1800 pounds from the planting, 
and he is already booking orders for this 
year’s crop, almost mature. Folks come 
from all parts of the city to purchase his 
grapes for jelly making, or for eating fresh, 
because of the quality he gets by the same 
diligent and intelligent care that he gives 
his entire garden.
